btates. You don’t have to read between 
the lines to see this spirit in the south­ 
ern press. 
What is carpetbagism that the Atlanta 
Constitution should pronounce an ana­ 
thema against it? When the war closed 
northern men of enterprise and some 
capital went south, and investing their 
money became residents of the south and 
were fortunate to be elected to office. 
Some were chosen governors, others were 
sent to congress, and in two or three in­ 
stances they were chosen senators.

Tho forenoon was occu­ 
pied by the argum ents of counsel, and the 
judge did not finish his charge to the jury 
until the middle of the afternoon. 
The 
charge was clearly against the prisoner. 
All the facts leading up to the crime were 
set aside, but the ju ry was instructed to 
give the prisoner the benefit of any doubt 
as to the character of the crime. 
The closing scenes of tho trial were 
highly dramatic. 
It was precisely 3 
o’clock when the jurors announced that 
they had arrived at a verdict and filed in- 1 
to their respective seats.

I 
When brought within the railing she sunk 
wearily into the 
arm chair 
directly ! 
facing the jury. 
W ithin five minutes 
after the now thoroughly broken-spirited 
woman faced the jury the clerk of the 
court called the jury, and the forem an’s 
response in a stentorian voice was: 
‘‘We 
find the defendant guilty as charged in 
the indictment.” 
Mrs. Hamilton gave a perceptible start 
and lifted her head for tho first time, 
turning toward her counsel with an ap ­ 
pealing glance and then toward the mem­ 
bers of the jury, who looked her In tho 
face. Then her head sunk upon her breast, 
b u t she uttered no comment.

But there are extenuating circumstances 
in this case, and the sentence I am about 
to impose should be considered lenient in a 
case of conviction for atrocious assault, 
sentence you to two years confinement in 
the State prison at Trenton and you shall 
stand committed until tho costs in the case 
shall be paid.” 
Not by a movement or look did the con­ 
demned woman betray any emotion. 
She 
resumed her seat and conversed with sev­ 
eral reporters, who took advantage of the 
occasion to ply her with questions until 
interfered with by Sheriff Johnson.

D ea le rs a t (.a st E x p la in e d . 
Hatton garden, the great diamond dis­ 
trict of London, had quite an unpleasant 
experience last year, says an importer in 
the Jewelers’ Weekly. 
All the dealers 
lost a great number of stones, 
and they 
couldn’t understand how the leakage oc­ 
curred until about Christmas. 
After sort­ 
ing and sizing up they would put tho 
stones in tho usual parcels with the weight 
marked. 
When they sold the parcels 
they would find that tho weight bad de­ 
creased and that one or two of tho stones 
had vanished. 
Many small dealers who 
never let the stuff go out of their sight 
and who had no assistants, suffered aswell 
as the others, and for months it remained 
a mystery of the deepest kind. 
Every­ 
body was afraid of everybody else; some 
quit coming to the diamond-exchnngo, 
but whether they came or not their losses 
went on just the samo. 
At last almost by 
accident the mystery was solved, and the 
solution was simple enough. 
There was a small dealer who lived in 
Clerkenwell. 
He wore glasses and pro­ 
fessed to bo very short sighted. 
This 
gentleman bought sparingly last year, but 
he did a tremendous amount of going 
around and examining. 
An employo of a 
large Hatton garden firm became suspi­ 
cious of this small dealer and had a talk 
with his employers. 
The next time the 
eye-glasses came in, before the safe was 
opened and anything 
handed out, two 
men were posted where they could watch 
every movement of the visitor. He opened 
a paper of stones (about one and one- 
fourth 
karats apiece), 
with 
ninety-six 
stones in the parteL 
He put them guite 
close to his eyes and then lowered them a 
little, os if he wanted to damp them. 
‘‘Damping,” it may bestatSd, is breath­ 
ing upon the stones.

YELLOWS DESTROYING THE 
TEACH 


ORCHARDS OF THE COUNTRY. 
“What’s the matter with our fruit deal 
ers, that we don’t get some good peaches 
in Janesville?’’ asked a reporter of one 
of oar prominent dealers the other day, 
at the same time picking up and samp 
ling a little dried ap green specimen* 
said to have been grown la Central 
Illinois. 
“I guess these peaches are as good as 
you will get this season. You see the 
peach crop is a failure all over the coun­ 
try, except in California, and California 
peaches come too high for us to|handlea 
The Michigan orchards have been rained 
by the “ yellows” and it is said it will 
require two or three years time before the 
new orchards oome into bearing. Chi­ 
cago consumes all the good peaches from 
that point cow, and the reports from 
farther east are ahunt the same as from 
Michigan. If yon want a basket of peach­ 
es, yon had better take one of those 
along, only eighty cents. You will hard­ 
ly find better this season." 
After locKing through the market the 
reporter was oonvinced that the dealer 
had not exaggerated the peach pros­ 
pects, but concluded that eighty cents 
invented in bannanas would please the 
children better. A recent number of the 
Philadelphia Record thus explains the 
failure of the pea?h orchards in Dela­ 
ware: 
A Delaware man who has made $50,000 
from his peach orchard in the past 
twenty yet ts, said yesterday, es he pock­ 
eted a big ohf c kfrcm his Water street 
commission merchsnt: “In ten years a 
Delaware peach will be as rare a thing 
in this market as it was thirty or more 
years sgo, when old Major Reybold 
shipped his first cargo of the fruit to 
Philadelphia frcm his farm near Del­ 
aware City. 
I here are cow no peaches 
grown 
about 
Delaware 
City; 
the 
peach belt has moved 
south on the 
peninsula. In tee ycais pcaobes have 
become a precious crop, and it looks

Reybold planted his first orchard. ‘Tie 
yellows,’ the deadly enemy of the peach, 
has driven the orchsids out of existence, 
and the average crop which was a few 
years ago more than* 3,000,000 baskets,is 
now less than 1,000,000. 
Peaches have been for thirty years more 
plenty and mole Inscicns in the eastern 
cities cf the United States then any­ 
where else in the world, and the prospec­ 
tive complete collapse of tie growing of 
the flint in the great peach belt so nesr 
this city is a moat interesting feet. 
The peach crop of the Delaware and 
Maryland penicenla bes for the past 
twenty-two years been worth '$2,000,009 
ft year to the little stretch known as “the 
peach country,” extending Ctbirty-five 
miles north and thirty miles east and 
w<?st between the two bays. In the past 
twenty*two years, including 1888, the 
Delaware railroad, 
which drains this 
peach conntry, has shipped 37,396,417

Our T heories o f M oisture anil P recip ita ­ 
tion Strangely Indefinite. 
We know very little about the methods 
of the transportation and concentration of 
the moisture in the atmosphere, says the 
New Orleans Picayune. We can determine 
the proportion of moisture in the air 
within our reach. 
We eau discern by the 
formation of water drops on the outside of 
an ice pitcher that there is a greater or 
lesser*quantity of moisture in the air 
around the pitcher, and instruments are in 
use to declare the relative amount. What 
can we know of the vast bodies of water 
stored up in the clouds above us, and 
ready, at a moment’s notice, to pour out 
their floods upon us? We may theorize 
about the vapor of water being carried be­ 
tween the atoms of the air as water is 
contained in the pores of a sponge, but we 
have no proper idea of how the tons upon 
tons of rain, snow, or hail are held aloft 
in the clouds or transported from place to 
place over a continent. 
We have recently 
had all the rain clouds carried over us 
from the gulf to the north and northwest, 
and poured down in floods upon the moun­ 
tains of Pennsylvania and Virginia, whi e 
the rice and cane fields of Louisiana were 
parched and arid. 
Now the ram-laden 
skies are giving all their stores to us and 
the drought is being paid for with inter­ 
est. 
It is easy enough to predict rain to­ 
day, but what do we know of the great 
climatic laws which burn our fields with 
drought in June and cover them with a 
downpour in July?
